DEMOCRATIC PRIMARIES. 


FIRST. 

The announcement that the First Ward pri- 
maries for the election of delegates to the 
Democratic Congressional Convention would be 
held last night at 77 South Clark street was 
enough to fill the large room in the third story 
of that building to its utmost capacity. They 
were all there, including a few respectable men, 
who had evidently come as a matter of duty, 
and who were desirous that the fairest means 
should be used in the election, and that only the 
best men should be elected. It was known 
that there would be a row. The feeling that 
such would be the case seemed to have crept 
out early and called in all the riff- 
raff, scum, blacklegs, desperadoes, and 
peace-disturbers of which the Democratic 
party is composed. They lined the 
walls and were scattered im groups bere and 
there. All present were obliged to stand, there 
being but few and so large a crowd. 

Amid the greatest confusion the meeting was 
begun. Dr. J. Ward Ellis took the chair and 
called the assemblage to order, but they did not 
come to order. However, the proceedings were 
commenced. The decent part of the meeting 
came to the front and sat down onthe platform.

Tue only persons who have any right to 
complain of this practice are the retail 
storckeepers. The custom certainly imposes no 
additional burden upon the taxpaying public. 
This custom of having pocket-knives in the 
stock of the Document room comes down from 
the days when quills were used in Congress. 
These knives were then neceseary, ahd Were in 
fact penknives. The same custom was intro- 
duced in all the Executive Departments by 
Democratic Administrations. In Democratic 
days it was the custom to distribute one pen- 
Kite to eve: 7 Government clerk each year. 
This practice was not abandoned until the re- 
forms in the wnt and Treas De 
ments were inatigura by Secretary Jewe and 
Secretary, Bristow.

Belknap claimed anything more than that it was 
his duty to sustain the soldiers in the field as 
against the anti-war platferm of the Democratic 
rty. 
Pen the War was over, Gen. Belknap came to 
Washington in pursuit of an A. The 
contest between the Repuhlicaus in Congress and 
Andrew Johnson was then in ess, and, true to 
his Democratic instincts, the late retary of 
War sided with the ident. e was re- 
warded with the appointment of Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the First District of Iowa. 
While holding this position, the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1868 came on, and Belknap voted for 
Gen. Grant. That he did @ because he was a Re- 
publican from conviction he never avowed, and no 
one who knows him believe, He was a War Dem- 
ocrat and an officehoider, tnd voted as did all the 
War Democrats that year, inspired, we have no 
doubt, by the desire to mtain his position. He 
never took open ground as a Republican, and 
never aided that party by ay Open advocacy of its 
Ir. neiples.

TILDEN’S SECTARIAN RECORD. 
“We print elsewhere an article from the 
New York Times, giving the details of TI 
DEN’s opposition to the attempt to save the 
public-school system in New York, which 
should be a warning to the friends of free 
schools in every part of the country. In 
1870, the effort of the Democratic party in 
New York, which was then headed by Boss 
Twzep in the Senats end Toxx as Chair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee, to 
establish Roman Catholic parochial schools 
and support them out of the Public Treasury 
had been so far successful that an annual 
tax-levy of more than half a million dollars 
was imposed upon the people of New York, 
and devoted exclusively to the maintenance 
of parochial schools, under the charge of 
Catholic priests, churches, convents, and 
other sectarian institutions. A small amount 
of this money was distributed among Prot- 
estant institutions in order that the appro- 
Priation might not appear to be exclusively 
for the purposes of one sect. The infamous 
and unlawful diversion of the public funds at 
last created intense excitement among the 
people off New York. Public meet- 
ings were held in all the princi- 
pal cities and towns. Numerous petitions 
were circulated and largely signed, praying 
the Legislature to repeal the obnoxious 
measure, and protesting against the evil of 
taxation for sectarian purposes.

The general scheme of the friends of an 
exclusive governmental paper currency is 
that bank notes be prohibited and that green- 
backs be issued in lieu thereof, the national 
currency amounting to $700,000,000. The 
holders of this currengy are to be permitted 
to surrender it at pleagure, in sums of $100, 
and receive therefor a bond bearing 3.65 
per cent coin interest; this bond may 
be surrendered at iny time and cur- 
rency received therefor. The strong argu- 
ment in favor of this scheme has been that 
it would regulate the wlume of currency in 
circulation by allowing the excess over the 
wants of trade to find its way into the bonds 
and be withdrawn again when the currency 
was in demand. But this facility for ex- 
changing depreciated paper currency into an 
interest-bearing bond would, as all experience 
teaches, find practical operation in the cur- 
rency passing into the interest-bearing bond. 
All the money in all the savings banks and 
in all the other banks beyond the sum need- 
ed for ordinary daily tansactions would be 
‘put in the shape of these bonds. Nearly 
every dollar of funds available for loans 
to merchants, mampfacturers, miners, 
builders, and dealers in all manner of busi- 
ness, constituting the wages fund of the 
country, is now in the lanks. They furnish 
corporatio.s and mamfacturers with the 
money to pay labor md to purchase raw 
materials. The adoptbn of this scheme to 
give an interest-bearing bond m lieu of the 
notes would have the efect of a general ex- 
change of notes for bonis. If two forms of 
currency be afloat, om being worth only 2 
per cent more thm the other, that 
one bearing the higher value will be sought 
after and hoarded. Government during 
the War issued $270,00),000 Treasury notes 
bearing 6 per cent interest compounded.

The State Board of Equalization has at 
last gotten through with Cook County, and 
has dutifully followed the precedent of other 
years of putting on to the shoulders of its 
taxpayers an enormously-disproportionate 
share of the taxes levied for the support of 
the State Government. This fashion of doing 
business has become so impressed on the 
rural mind that the residents of this part of 
the State have ceased to expect justice from 
the State Board, and are only camcerned as 
to the percentage of injustice which is 
to be imposed upon them. As a whole, 
this years operations are a duplicate 
of those of 1875. Then $78,000,000 
were added to an assessment of $144,000,000, 
and now $74,000,000 are added to the $135,- 
000,000 at which the County Board equalized 
the value of property. Taken by items, Me 
result is as follows: To, nal property 
55 per -cent is added, which raises the assess- 
ment from $24,000,000 to 837,00, 000; on 
town and city Jots, which constitutes the 
main item, 52 per cent is stuck on, carrying 
the assessment from $95,000,000 up to 
$144,000,000. The item of lands is an in- 
significant one, and the increase of 67 per 
cent only puts the assessment up to $27,000,- 
000. Taken collectively, the assessment, ex- 
clusive of railroads and capital stock, will 
amount to about $209,000,000, or $13,000,- 
000 less than last year. Adding the capital 
stock, etc., it will be nearly $216,000,000, 
which will enable the County Board to levy 
a tax of $1,620,000 for county purposes.

TURKEY. 
RENEWAL OF HOSTILITIES. 

Lonpon, Sept. 29.—A dispatch from Nich, 
dated yesterday, says: “ Since 4 this morning 
there has been a continuous and heavy cannon- 
ading in the direction of Alexinatz. 

The Servian forces, under Gens. Tchernayeff 
and Popovich, simultaneously attacked the 
Turks on Thursday morning and drove them 
beyond Teschitzo. During the engagement 
the Servian artillery fired seven caissons of 
gunpowder in the Turkish ammunition depot. 
The explosion caused a fearful havoc among 
the Turks. Gen. Harvatovich made a flank 
movement, and occupied the heights in the rear 
of the Turkish position. It is stated that the 
Turkish army is now threatened on three sides, 
namely: Gen. Tchernayeff, with the bulk of the 
Servian army, threatens their front; Gen. Popo- 
vich their left wing, and Gen. Harvatovich their 
rear. The fighting lasted till 8 o’clock last 
night, and was resumed this morning. 

MUST RENOUNCB TITLE. 

Vienna, Sept. 20.—Count Andrassy has de- 
manded from the Servian Agent a written state- 
nent, positively declaring Prince Milan’s refusal 
to adopt the — title.

TURISH ATROCITIES IN SERVIA. 

Parts, Sept.11.—The note addressed by M. 
Ristich, the Sevian Minister of Foreign 
— the representatives of the Powers, is as fol- 
ows: 

Be.erane, Sept. 6, 1876.—Srm: I had the honor 
on the 28th of July (9th August) of calling your 
attention to the acts of cruelty and barbarity com- 
mitted in Servia by the Turkish troops since the 
opening of hostilities. It appears that, in conse- 
quence of the observations made by several Powers 
to the Sublime Porte on the eubject, the Turkish 


Government promised to give its agents the neces- 


sary instructions for preventing the recurrence of 


these odious acts. I have, nevertheless, the t 


of recording that the instructions of the Sublime 
Porte have been mistaken or not understood. 


The most recent information reaching the 


Princely Government enables me, indeed, to 
aflirm that, in spite of the solemn assur- 


ances given by the Sublime Porte, the Turkish 


troops continue in their campaign net Servia to 
carry out the monstrous system of war which I 
found it my duty to denounce to you the first time. 
The Princely Government will soon be in a position 
to put forwardin detail the painful recital of all 
the acts of destruction and cruelty of which the 
Turks have been galley during the occupation of 
the Department of Kniajevatz. Meanwhile, I 
deem it right to inform you of the odious conduct 
they pursue on our Eastern frontier. Here is what 
has been passing in the environs of Saitschar since 
our troops evacuated that region, where a compara- 
tive calm now prevails: The country is systemati- 
cally ravaged, the fields are devastated, prop- 
erty destroyed, entire villages are given up 
to the flames, and what plainly proves that the 
Turkish authorities, civil and military. are know- 
ingly accomplices of these acts of barbarism is, 


that the fires are regularly kindled every evening, 


as if with the view of spreading terror afar by the 
sight of these sad executions. Whatever may be 
said, the Turkish authorities cannot shirk the ter- 
rible responsibility which these acts, performed 
under their eyes, press upon them. On the side of 


Alexinatz the spectacle is still more melancholy 


and odious. The Turks have been operating about 
a fortnight in this department, one of the richest 


and most fertile in the principality. They occupy 
only a 5 — wee of ityet. They have already 
ght 


burnt forty-e villages, the names of which are 


given lu the subjoined dispatch from the Prefect of 


Alexinatz. The whole country where they have 
passed is devastated, ruined; everything is de- 
stroyed, ravaged, burnt. Far from — * as a 


shield against the fury of destruction which seems 
to animate them, the Red Cross flag especially ex- 
cites their anger, and although they have promised 


to observe loyally the Geneva Convention, they re- 


spect neither the ambulances nor the personnel at- 


tached o them. During the 9th (24th) of Augus 

before Alexinatz, they fired on an ambulance unti 
they saw the Red Cross flag disappear. Still more 
recently, on the 22d of August (5d of September), 


Turkish cavalry having encountered M. Luca Popo- 
vitch, Secretary of the Alexinatz Red Cross Com- 


mittee, in the discharge of his functions, rushed 
upon him. They first cut his arm, which bore the 
badge, and then cut off the cross itself on the arm 
of the unfortunate man, who expired amid the 
most horrible sufferings. You will find the story 
of this terrible scene in the dispatch of the Chief 
of the Sanitary Service, M. Georgevitch, a copy of 
which 1 have also the honor to tend yon. All 
these atrocities justify me in Pe 7 to you what 
I said in my letter of the tmn of August—that the 
Turkish army is not making war as understood by 
civilized nations. It is a work of extermination 
and ruin which it has been accomplishing 
in Servia since ihe day it entered it.

A RIDE DOWN THE FAMOUS PATH. 
The start is made about 2 o’clock, but not till 
the base of the upper cone of Mt. Washington 
is reached do we deem it advisable to mount,— 
so as to spare the horses, and ourselves, the 
roughness of the first thousand feet down.

THE ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT. 


How te Relieve the Pressure. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 25.—It is conceded on all sides 
and at all hands that our Supreme Court is 
overworked; and, unless something is done to 
relieve the Judges, it soon will be conceded 
with equal unanimity and truth that our court 
of last resort has blossomed out into the worst 
court of its kind in the country. 

Iam well aware that this is no new nor 
original theme. I know that the Judges of the 
Supreme Court have themselves, when oppor- 
tunity offored, spoken and written on the sub- 
ject; and that one Justice in particular, as 
every one remembers, resigned his seat for the 
avowed reason that his energies were overtasked 
and his health impaired by the onerous and 
exacting duties of his position; and I know 
that many others have come, as I come, to the 
columns of the daily journals to say a word for 
the Judges, and perhaps to suggest a reform. 

A glance at the ſocket made up forthe Sep- 
tember term will convince the most skeptical! 
that a reform, a vigorous reform, is imperative- 

deman ded alike by the necessi- 


1 ne 


ties of the J udges and the interests of the peo- 
ple. That docket embraced a civil calendar of 
about 700 cases, and this in addition to a rehear- 
ing calendar of over seventy cases. The dockets 
at the two other terms of this Court this year 
were proportionally large. 

It is obvious from a glance at these figures 
that it is far beyond the power of some men to 
review and decide all these cases as they shonid 
be reviewed and decided within the time re- 
quired by the interests of lit te. h case 
should be analyzed by the whole Bench (such 
was the manifest intention of the Legislature in 
creating the Court) and have the advantage of 
their united experience and learning, and the 
docket should be so small that it cou d be called 
and the cases on it disposed of in the short time 
which right and justice require. 

As it is now, the Judges are compelled, in 
their hatred of delaying a case, to go over the 


of each case and each point in it which is neces- 
sary to preserve a strict and invariable adherence 
in the judgments of the Court to settled and 
well-established law; and as a consequence we 
frequently see (less frequently, it is true, than 
might under these circumstances be expected) 
decisions on substantlally the same state of 
facts and on the same points of law diametric- 
ally opposed to each other; and al) through 
the later reports there is a fluctuation and un- 
certainty in the decisions of the Court. which 
leaves the interests of litigants in doubt and 
reflects dishonor on the Court. 

In the interests, then, of the 8 who find 
in the wise interpretation of the laws and in 
their just application the strongest security to 
their rights of property and their enjoyment of 
liberty, and in justice to the members of the 
Court, who suffer in health and reputation un- 
der their heavy burdens, a reform is necessary ,— 
a reform which will decrease the delay which is 
the invariable incident of an appeal to the court 
of dernier resort, and which, in many case 
amounts to a denial of justice, and which wil 
give leisure to the Judges to thoroughly exam- 
ne every case that comes before them, and 
allow them time to search the authorities, to 
guide them in their decisions. 

It has already been suggested that the de- 
sired reform may be attained by allowing ap- 
peals only in cases where the amount in contro- 
versy reaches or exceeds a certain limit. Butif 
this s tion were carried out the reform 
would but partial and incomplete, and 
would be attended with the danger of depriving 
some poorer litigant, who might have his all at 
stake and yet nut reach the limit, of his just 
rights. A remedy has suggested itself to me, 
which is founded on, and, in most particulars, 
similar to, the practice observed in the United 
States Courts. In order to carry it out it would 
be necessary to impose some new labors on the 
Circuit Judges, or perhaps to revive, in part, 
the practice of — to the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, but in the latter case 
tie relief experienced in the higher court would 
greatly overbalance the additional labor imposed 
upon the Justices. 

Allow appeals, as of course, in cases involvy- 
ing a given amount. Also allow appeals in 
auch cases as two Circuit Judges, or one Circuit 


ting in banc, should certify involved a new, or 
difficult, or unsettled point of law; or which in- 
volved questions of constitutional (Federal or 
State) law. Such an arrangement would clear 
the docket of fully one-half of the cases on it,— 
cases which are there for the mere purpose of 
delay. If this were “9 it might be well to 
erect a Commission of Ap the pat- 
tern adopted in New York, to take up the old 
work of the Supreme Court and finish it, and 
let the Court itself take a new start. 

1 make this 8 on more for the pu 
of drawing out some other and better plan than 
because of any intrinsic merit which it may 
possess. It is a subject which demands reform 
—but demands only complete and ect re- 
form, and which had better be left in its present 
state than be changed for anythins t the 
better.

in which he satirized the rottenness of Austrian 
social aud political life. It was owing to these 
works that Merrernicnu attempted banish 
him. As the poet Anastasius Gruen, he ov- 
cupied a high position, and as Count AvsR- 
speR@ he beld an equally high political position. 
In 1848 he was a member of the German Parlia- 
ment in Frankfort and of the German National 
Assembly, and in 1861 he became a life member 
of the Austrian House of Lords. He was a very 
liberal and free- minded statesman, and always 
deiended the constitutional government.

FALLING FLOOR, 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 20.—A terrible ac 
cident occurred in this city to-day. The floors 
of a three-story ‘rick building on Hampton 
street, occup on the first Moor as a pork- 
packing estabiisiment by I. Walker & Son, on 
the second as a storeroom by Samuel Parker & 
Co., commission merchants, and on the third as 
a storeroum by the Huck Manufacturing Com- 
pany, fell, burying six in the ruins. Four men 
escaped with some cuts and bruises; two others 
are still under ruins and probably dead. The 
cause of the accident was the giving way of the 
third floor, on which were stored 80,000 pounds 
of tobacco.

YELLOW FFVER, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

NEw ORLEANS, Sept. 20.— There evidently 
exists a good deal more anxiety in regard to the 
existence of yellow fever in New Orleans out- 
side of the city than in it. There is really no 
excuse for the action of the cities of Shreveport 
and Galveston, establishing a quarantine 
against New Orleans. Tne number of deaths 
by yellow fever for the week ending last Sunday 
evening was 11, and the number from all dis- 
eases 124, in a population of 200,000. During 
the present week What few cases have occurred 
have been confined to a single neighborhood, that 
of Annuciation and Jackson streets. The New 
Orleans papers suppress the fact of the exist- 
ence of any yellow fever whatever, a course 
which gives the people outside an idea that is 
worse than it really is. Thereis less of the 
disease now than usual at this season of the 

ear, and there is no 71 of an epidemic, 
judging from the fact that no epidemic of yel- 
ow fever ever did occur here without the dis- 
ease became so before the lst of September. 

San FRAncisco, Sept. 29.—The San Francisco 
Stock Exchange to-day telegraphed $700 in gold 
to the Mayor of Savannah in aid of the sufferers 
by the yellow fever epidemic. ;

New ORLEANS, Sept. 20.—Pensacola quaran- 
tines New Orleans boats twenty days. A 
meeting of the Merchants’ Exchange passed 
resolutions indorsing the report of the Board of 
Health in regard to the extent of the yellow 
fever, denouncing the action of Galveston, 
Shreveport, and Pensacola establishing a 
quarantine aguinst New Orleans being unjust, 
and duubtless influenced by false reports circu- 
lated to paralyze commercial relations with 
those import centres and avenues of trade. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Sept? 29.—The reeent 
quarantine order at this port not only cuts off 
communication between Galveston and New 
Orleans, but prevents Morgan’s steamers enter- 
ing Bolivar Channel and proceeding to the ter- 
minus of the ship canal on Buffalo Bayou at 
Clinton. The Houston authorities have called 
upon Dr.“ Blunt to modify the order so as to 
allow freigut-traffic with New Orleans. Blunt 
refused to make any modifications, and a meet- 
ing of physicians called to consiaer the matter 
sustained him.

INCOME-TAXES. 


The Decision in the Rhode Island 
Case. | 


Its Applicability to the Oase of Mr. 
Tilden.

So the case stood until e time last 
year, when the United States 1 
ment instituted a suit against Mr. for 
the recovery of the difference between what he 
actually paid as income tax for 1068 and the 
amount ke should have paid on his actual in- 
eome for that year. It was alleged that his in- 
come was so much ip exvess of the assessinent 
that he still owed the Government a tax of 


$17,451.05, 

Learned counsel were employed on either 
side, and it was recognized that the suit was a 
test one. The defense was, of course, that the 
Government, having fixed the assessment by a 
proper officer and imposed and collected the 
penalty for the negiect to make a return, was 
deLarred from recovery of anything more. 
Tuere was no dispute, so far as the record show 
of the fact that Mr. Hazard’s income for tha 
year was such that the jull tax would have been 
over $18,000; but it was maintained that the 
defendant had elected not to make a return, 
and had forfeited and paid the penalty of that 
neglect, which was an end of the matter, con- 
clusive so far as tbe Government was concerned. 
On the other hand, the Government maintained 
that the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of the Dollar Savings k 
against the United States affirmed the right of 
action in such cases, ee the action 
of the Assessor and the payment of the penaity, 
and this view is sustained by the Cireuit Court, 
Judges Clifford and Knowles presiding. 

It may then be presumed to be settled that 
the Government is not debarred from investi- 
gating any case in which its officers assessed 
the incowe of acitizen during the term when 
the income tax was laid, or from bringing suit 
to recover what was due and unpaid, No doubt 
there are many such cases. It was not an ur- 
common thing for men whowere making money 
tatser than they cared to have known, to elect 
to make no return and pay the penalty.“ They 
held the opinion expressed by Juage 
Sinnott in defense of Tilden. “The 
statute gave the taxpayer the tion 
to take that course.“ Tie Supreme Court 
does not so regard it. It was not an option, at 
least not in any such sense as to debar the 
Government from collecting at any time all 
that may be due. It was a means of preventin 
the total escape of persons from payment o 
income tax, and undoubtedly was intended to 
be used as a means to compel au to make true 
returns under oath in the way explained by an 
ex-Assessor in our columns aday or two ago. 
It never was the intent of the law to provide a 
way by which men might escape just taxation. 
This decision effectually dissipates the theory 
of an option, a theory which it is surprising that 
any lawyer—any statesman—<ould have enter- 
tained. 

It cannot fail to be noticed that this decision 
is applicable to the case of Gov. Tilden, if the 
facts in his case are as alleged. He made a 
sworn return in the years 1803-4 of his income 
for the years 1862-3, aud thenceforth as long 
as the Income tax was levied made no return 
but paid his tax on an assessed income with the 
penalty, preferring to do this rather than take 
the trouble of makinga true return, under 
outh. It may have been more convenient then; 
but the Government has relinquished none of 
its rights toa percentage of bis large profits 
during the ten years of the imposition of the 
tax, and it may be found advisable, in view of 
the information made public concerning his 
aifairs, to institute a suit for the recovery of 
what he ought to have paid. 

THE DECISION. 

United States Circuit Court— Monday, Sept. B. 
—The opinion of the Court (Judges Clifford and 
Knowles) upon a demurrer: in the case United 
States vs. R. G. Hazard, was delivered by the 
District Judge, as follows: 

District of Lhode Island, Circuit Court of the 
United States une Term, 1876.—Action at Law, 
Dubbed States of America ve.

—Questions more novel, interesting, and impor- 
tant than those arising under the demurrers in this 
case are in this district but rarely presented for 
consideration.

The 
suit was entered at the June term, 1875, of this 
court, and, by order of the Treasury Department, 
was continued, though not answered, until the 
November term following, when, by leave, the 
defendant made reply, filing with the neral 
issue three special pleas, each of them in sub- 
stance setting up as a bar to recovery the 
payment dy the defendant of the assess- 
ment upon him forincome for the year 1868, 
made dy the Assistant Assessor of 
the trict, together with the 50 per cent pen- 
alty Imposed on account of bis failure to make re- 
turn of his income for that year. To these three 
2 pleas the plaintiff demurs seriatim; but in 
their briefs and arguments the learned counsel of 
the parties treat the three as in fact substantially 
one only. :

TOLEDO, O., Sept. 29.— The large and exten. 
sive establishment known as the Milburn 
Wagon-Works was nearly destroyed by fire this 
evening. The paint-shop, which was situated 
on the fourth floor,in the rear of the eastern 
wing, was discovered to be on fire bout 
6:15 this evening, and, before water pould be 
turned on, the entire end of the wing was in 
flames, The Fire Department was promptly on 
hand, and, aided by the wagon-works engine, 
did good service.

. I suppose there is no reasonable 
for doubt of the loyalty of the people 
to King and Emperor, but I was greatly disap- 
pointed in its manifestation. 


The city had appropriated 100,000 marks to 
decorating and illuminating, and workmen had 
been busy for weeks. The anniversary of the 
victory of Sedan was on the 2d inst., and there 
was a double call for flags and rejoicing. There 
was a bountiful display of bunting, but they 
waste no gunpowder here, and boys know noth- 

ackers; so it was 
AL QUIET ON THE ELSTER. 

Thousands of people came from a distance to 
see the Emperor, and the citizens turned out 
en masse; but, during the entire visit, there 
was less shouting than Americans would have 
over a very ordinary stump-speech. I was great- 
ly surprised at this; for, in the opera, or at a 
concert, they are far more demonstrative than 
we; and they were ten times more enthusiastic 
over Peschka Leutner and Gura, when they 
gave their farewell performance after a six 
years’ engagement, than over this, the first ap- 
pearance of his Imperial Majesty. 

The procession passed from the depot through 
along, narrow street, where the windows and 
sidewalk: were packed with people. This street 
leads into the Konig Platz,—a large, open 
square,—where there was a new circus 
building, and on the side facing the 
procession were stands, in which there must 
have been seated over 1,000 people, while thou- 
sands more crowded ardund, perched on wag- 
ons, droschkys, and any other available eleva- 
tion te see all the dense crowd which lined the 
etreet. It was a favorite point of observation, 
because it commanded a view ofthe street up 
which the Emperor was tocome. There was no 
sound save the ringing of bells, heard faintly 
above the roar of conversation amid the surging 
ocean-waves of people who filled the Platz. I

There was 

only that one faint cheer as he entered the Platz, 

and no further demonstration as he passed its 
entire length. 

He arrived at 4 o’clock, and until 10 the crowd 
swaved inthe streets, and the Augustus Platz 
was packed, all except the street between the 

alace and the park, which was kept clear by 

he police. There seemed to be an expsctation 
that he would come out on the veranda; but he 
2 ag: show himself, and the palace was kept 

rk. 
Next day he reviewed the Saxon army, 40,000 
men, on a fleld about eigut miles from the city. 
A gateway had been built, through which he 
entered tne d. The men were 
drawn-up in long lines as far as eye could sce; 
aud, when he caine through the gate, there was 
one half-respectable cheer along the line, and 
the bands began to play. As he rode along, the 
men touched their caps; but 
THERE WAS NO MORE CHEERING. 

The Emperor and the King rode together, and 
two heralds preceded them. About a hundred 
officers rode after helter-skelter fashion; 
among them, the ‘ince of the Empire 
and kingdom, Von Moltke, and quite a liberal 
mg of minor Princes. After they had passed, 
a handsome phacton, drawn by two fine bay 
horses, with a postillion, driver, and two out- 
riders in drab liveries, rolled along, with the 
Crown-Princess of Saxony leaning back on the 
cushions, elegantly dressed. Ata suitable dis- 
tance, to give time and space to take notes, the 
Queen swept past, gorgeously attired, in a phae- 
ton drawn by four horses, with two postillions 
and four outriders, all in the Royal drab livery ; 
and not a soldier said Hurreh! If they had 
been deaf and dumb, they could not have been 
more quiet. A German lady, who thought it all 
very fine, said they touched their caps to the 
Queen; but I saw no salute of any kind. 

Stands had been erected, in which thousands 
of people were seated. Thousands more 
crowded the outskirts of the field. Field-Mar- 
shals and Generals, Princes and potentates, 
galloped past with waving plumes and glitter- 
ing uniforms, and not a sbout arose from that 
dense mass of * An old, torn batt le- 
was carried past by one of the regiments, an 
no one seemed to notice it.

By way of decoration, the city built 

FOUR GATEWAYS, 
all alike, through two of which the Emperor 
Peover tie it ‘ante ainda 
e eft of the tre, 
across the broad street which runs through the 
Platz between it andthe Museum. Each rep- 
resents a section of a high and lofty wall,“ 
some eighteen or twenty fect thick, with three 
openings. They serve to obstruct the pasbage, 
and are as good a representation of the“ 
gloomy, and peculiar” of old feudal times as 
could be gotten-up with pine scaatling, rough 
and plaster. 

The scantling and boards do duty for back- 

ound or wali, while the plaster makes Cor- 

nthian columns rivaling in magnificence any- 
thing ever had in Corinth, but colored to rep- 
resent the Tennessee marble supports of the 
old Hall of Representatives in Washington. 

Perched aloft are vases, in which there were 
fires that contributed great volumes of smoke 
to the illumination; but this was all the light 
furnished by the triumphal arches. They also 
have a liberal supply of gilded plaster stat- 


The approach to both of those through which 
the Royal cortege passed is through rows of 
white poles wound spirally with wreaths of oak- 
leaves, green-and-white being the Saxon colors; 
but the form made them resemble barber-poles, 
and I could not but wonder whether their Maj- 
estics were going to be shaved or were advertis- 
ing their business. 
ANOTHER QUEER DECORATION 

was a semi-circular colonnade, extending quite 
across the Platz, on each side of the Museum, 
and facing the Theatre, as if the Museum 
stretched out arms to embrace the Royal guest ; 
but, alas! all that was within its embrace was 
the two tall wooden towers, holding aloft their 
hollow emblems of Peace and War, and a colos- 
sal feminine figure, quite destitute of all bowels 
of compassion or stomach fur wholesome meat, 
and which had not yet bad her head put on 
when I last saw her, although her limbs were 
plentifully displayed through plaster robes of 
gilded drapery. 

The Corinthian columns of the colonnade were 
constructed of tclegraph-poles incased in plas- 
ter, which casing was alt in semi-circular sec- 
tions about three feet long, and was quite easily 
setup around the poles, and plastered into unity. 
When I saw a hundred men at work 
one Sabbath afternoon constructing this gim- 
crack for the delectation of his Most Gracious 
Christian Majesty, who always says his prayers 
before he goes to bed, I thought they wanted to 

roduce a scenic effect in the illumination. I 

been informed that their Majesties were to 
attend the Theatre on the 6th, and, at the close 
of the performance, step out on the balcony, 
when the entire Platz was to be a blaze of light; 
and this double row of white columns, encir- 
cling the tall, blue-and-gold towers, with the 
— figures, all well lighted; would make a 

ing display. But, lo and behold! they 
colored all the columns, one-third the length 
from the base, a dirty red, and the other two- 
thirds a tawny-brown, put one row of lights 
around the cornice, some dim Chinese lanterns 
inside, and the whole concern was invisible 
from the Theatre. 

However, it was no matter, for

eame off on the 5th, and their Majesties were 
not supposed to see it. The genera! plan of the 

hts was level lines,—a row on each window- 
sill. I noticed but four departure from the 
rule, and the only transparency and motto I 
saw was that over the entrance of the Hotel de 
Prusse, and the proprietor talks of emigrating to 
Chicago. 

‘Lue people seem destitute of originality and 
the taculty of invention. This lack shows itself 
in everything. In the illumination of Wash- 
ington, at the close of the War, there was more 
original design displaved in any one short 
street than in the entire City of Leipzig on this 
grand occasion, when they attempted so much 
and accomplished so little for the labor and 
money expended. 

Suow aud scenic effect were the object, and 
certainly any American city would have made 
a finer Aa gp * on half tae money and with 
one-third the work. They were not ready. 
Their arrangements were unfinished; and, 
while the streets were blocked with people in 
gala dresses, hundreds of workmen were busy 
getting up s and statuary, and vases, and 
getting down scaffolds. ‘Teams going for, and 
coming away with, long ladders, and boards and 
scantling, and trestles all daubed with lime and 
coloring matter, we forced through the 
surging masses of people, on foot andin ever 
form ot conveyance; and tired workmen, al 
smeared with plaster, and with hands full of 
tools, were jostled by gentlemen with no more 
consideration than if they had been women. 

The reason of the sameness and want of readi- 
ness was the 

CIRCUMSCRIBED FIELD OF LABOR. 
With us, eyéry man and woman would have 
gone to work, each in his or her own way, and 
done something to aid the general effect; but 
here everything must be done by mes or women 
who follow that kin mess. No gentle- 
man or merchant takes off his coat and nails ub 
an arch, or contrives and executes some device. 
Each one gives an order to a workman for such 
decorations as he may require. ane gentry, 
even on such zun oecasion, do not sell their hands 
with manual labor; the workman’s ideas are 
confined to his own branch; and so their great 
and expensive effort was a very tame affair. 
By the way, my t informant pointed out 
Palace. It is not above 
the stores, but next door, and is quite a good- 
sized hcuse, but is not large enough for much 
company; so the Emperor alone was the guest 
of the King, while the Crown-Prince and Von 
Moltke each did honor to * wealthy private 
family by accepting its hospitality. 
The beautiful fountain in front of the Palace 
was stopped, in order to make way for a square 
raft of rough boards, bearing a hundred or two 
little lamps, arranged in tne form of a star. 
When they 3 all — 1 — showed the 
raft to great advantage; but the green goose- 
ond 2 particularly distinguishable from 
he green around it, decorated with rows 
of lamps bordering all the walks.

PICKLES. 

To the Editor af The Tribune. 
Cm, Sept. 27.—If “ Mary” will have 
the patience to read as long as I can write, I will 
give her my pickle recipe, and when 1 tell her 
that in twenty years I have never lost a jar of 
cucumber pickles, she will think my plan worth 
trying. I must begin fro the garden out, in 
order to make the recipe complete. 

Always cut cucumbers from the vine with 
scissors, allowing a half-inch \of stem on each 
cucumber. Avoid ruobing the prickly coat off, 
and never wash them. Handle as care- 
fully as if they were eggs. This is the 


‘first and great secret towards preserving them. 


Have ready ina clean half-barrel or beer-keg 
brine, made with rain-water and salt, strong 


enough to bear up an egg. The cover of your 
keg must be arranged in the following manner: 
See that it fits tightly two inches from the top, 
and by putting it in sideways you will be able to 
fit nicely; cut a square hole about the size of a 
balf-brick in the top of the cover. After te 
keg is fliled with brine nearly and the cover is 
fitted-in and pulled up tight by taking hold in 
the centre at the opening made, vou are ready 
to drop in the cucumbers, dirt and all,—the 
brine will soon soak that off and it will 
settle at the bottom. You can put 
in a few or many at a tim but 
one thing is absolutely necessary, viz.: Always 
leave the keg with brim overflowing, and thus 
the scum that invariably rises to the surface 
will be above the cover. Of course a plate and 
stone is kept over the opening in the cover, and 
that is what softens the cucumbers, but with my 

lan the scum never touches them at all, for be- 
ore adding fresh ones I always dip out or skim 
off the top, and add a handful of salt to each 
half-peck of pickles so thatthe brine may not 
be weakened. Now you have the first chapter 
on the pickle question, and you can feel sure

INVESTITURE OF THE SACRED SABRE. 

This solemnity, without which the Sultan can 
scarcely be said to be legally tnstalled or ac- 
— invariably precedes the introdue- 
tion of representatives of the Pow- 
ers to the Sovereign. The investiture is purely 
a oe and military ceremony, and only the 
priestly and warrfér castes of the conquering 
race are allowed to witness it. a osque 
is forbidden ground to the non-Mussulmans at 
all times, especially on this solemn occasion, 
but some European Christians are said to have 
smuggled themselves in more than once, their 
curiosity making them reckless of the danger ‘to 
their lives.

The Spectacie on the Last Day of the Fetes. 
Correspondence London Times. 

GuHeEnt, Sept. 10.—The last day of the fetes of 
the Pacification was the grandest as a spectacle.

I was an only child, and my father was a wid- 
ower; so that our actual necessities, in that 
cheap and frugal country, were easily provided 
for. Nor should I have had a care in the world, 
save for the old, old story of Jove, the course of 
which hard circumstances would not suffer to 
run smooth. Our nearest neighbor—and Chris- 
tian neighbors, with white faces and English- 
speaking tongues, were scarce in Northern 
Ceylon—was Mr. Forster, a planter, by far 
wealthier than we were. Now, Oswald Forster 
and I were plighted lovers; but the very idea of 
an engagement between his only son and the 


daughter of bis embarrassed neighbor was gall 
and wormwood to Oswald’s father, a proud, 
strong-willed man, who managed his —1* 
property so as to extract from every 0 
arable land its utmost yield in silver rupecs. 

Desirous to efface from Oswald’s mind the 
idea of marrying poor little Ellen Travers, Mr.

And now a word concerning the tank itself, 
the name of which, I fear, conveys to European 
readers but a very ip uate — of the 
stupendous reality. be Tank of Minary, 
justly reckoned among the marvels which the IIs- 
and of Ceylon has still to shcw, is perhaps the 

randest of artificial lakes ever planned by mor- 
engineer. More than two thousand years 
have passed since, before the Christian era, a 
Buddhist King bade his subjects toil to erect the 
massive walls of hewn stone and tough chu- 
nam that environ that vast shect of water, 
twenty-five miles in circumference. 

With the Minary Lake, or Tank, which lay 
close to my own home, I bad been from child- 
hood familiar; and I dearly loved the mirror- 
like expanse of its calm waters, studded with 
floating islands of the crimson-blossomed lotus 
of India, the red flowers and green leaves of 
which covered many thousand acres of the sur- 
face. Strange fish of brilliant colors glided in 
glittering shoals through the deep, clear water, 
rarely disturbed by prow or padde. Bright 
birds of every size, from the scarlet flamingo to 
the tiny oriole or the towering adjutant, 
haunted it; and all around grew in dense pro- 
fusion the mighty trees and flowering creepers 
of the virgin forest, whence came, at times, 
the complaining cry of the mountain-cat, the 
belling of the deer, the panther’s snarl, or the 
crashi of cane and sapling as wild clephants 
forced their way through the trackless recesses 
of the jungle. 

I am bound to admit that there were other 
tenants of the lake and forest less attractive 
than the bright-plumaged birds and the pretty 
little lizards basking in the patches of yellow 
sunshine. Alligators were very common, 
snakes plentiful, and the scorpion, the centi- 
pede, and the tree-leech were often to be met 
with in the more swampy and tangled tracks of 
the woodlands. 

But we, who were colonial-born, learn a disre- 
gard of the creeping things that surround us 
which astonishes a new arrival from Europe, 
and I had never in my life known what it was to 
feel real fear of beast or reptile. 

I watched my fatber's retiring figure until it 
disappeared nets the feathery bamboos that 
lined the path, and then, turning my back on 
the white house, with its green verandas, 
walked on under the shadow of the great forest 
trees, till I reached the embankment of the 
Minary Tank. 

Half-an-hour’s walking brought me within 
sight of a ruinous summer-house, built on the 
edge of the lake by some former Dutch proprie- 
tor, and yet surmounted by a large ball of 
gilded pith, perched on a pole. Near this sum- 
mer-house it was my custom to meet Oswald. 
And it would be but very seldom that we were 
to meet henceforth, since, poor fellow, he was 
to sail by the Lord Dalhousie, expected at Point 
de Galle on the 31st of the month. 

On my way I paused now and then, famfliar 
as was the prospect, to gaze upon the wide ex- 
panse of the lake, the very waters of which 
rolled away so grandly that it was hard to con- 
ceive that what scemed almost entitled to take 
rank as an inland sea, could be actually the 
word of human hands.

And the very 
Cingalese woodcutters had deserted their work, 
leaving behind them a great —— of hewn tim- 
ber, in front of which, imbedded in the spongy 
wood of a cypress, four or five sport, bright 
axes remain sticking. Some few — from t 
heap was the ruinous summer-house, and be- 
yond it there towered aloft the t talipot- 
tree, with its vast serrated leaves, that serve the 
Cingalese for sail, and thatch, and screen, be- 
neath which Oswald and I were accustomed to 
meet. 

To my surprise. and rhaps chagrin, I did 
not at first see him for whom 1 looked, and be- 
gan to fear that he had forgotten to keep his 
wonted tryst; but, on drawing nearer, I beheld 
a sight that for the moment my very veins 
with horror, and caused the cry of anguish that 
rose upon my lips to die away.

The squeeze in wheat, which the prineſpal par- 
ties thereto stoutly maintain is neither a squeeze 
nor a corner, is a decided success, and bids fair to 
be ended without trouble. The premium on cash 
No. 2 spring over October deliveries was widened 
yesterday, but it was even then considerably less 


than the 5 per cent which may be assessed as a 


penalty for faifhre to make provision for filling 
the contracts. For thie reason there was a general 
willingness to settle at the ruling figure, $1.10, 
and it is believed that the great bulk of the Se p- 
tember shorts are now covered, and that there will 
be no appeals to the Arbitration Committee or Di- 
rectors to compel the shorts to settle. 

The parties who are conductmg the deal claim 
that they have had no intention wr desire to corner 
the market. They say that the @ifference in trans- 
portation charges between now and the last of Oc- 
tober will be fully 3c per bu, and that present 
prices will be deemed cheap two weeks hence. 
There is little doubt that with small receipts they 
ould have run the premium up toa higher point 
cthan that touched hitherto—whether the shorts 
would have settled ata much greater advance or 
not, is another matter. 

There is no doubt that the receipts of wheat will 
exhibit a material iucrease within the coming week, 
as the weather has been more favorable to thresh- 
It also appears probable that the receipts of 
4°rn will fall off; they have been quite heavy for 
several days past, the corn being attracted by the 
pre mium of 2e on cash over October deliveries. 
A lage part of that premium is expected to vanish 
to-ngght, and with it will depart the extra induce- 
ment. to ship corn hitherwards. 

THE MARKE TS. 

The fading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, chiefly wheat, corn, and barley. 
Provisiom: and oats were quiet. Wheat and barley 
were higher, and oats lower, with not much change 
in the prices of other articles of produce, if we ex- 
cept a firmer feeling in year lard.
